ASntT looldns 
at second fatal 
police shooting 

O Man behaved aggressively toward officer, who 
responded to training: Police O EPS say officer 
involved ‘traumatized,’ given the day off work 

ASIRT is investigating after a man was 
shot and killed by police early Thursday 
behind his apartment building near 100 
Avenue and 155 Street. 

Police said the officer, who shot twice, 
did so only after the man came toward 
officers in an aggressive manner when 
they approached him in his car. 

But family members, who identify the 
man as 39-year-old Kinling Robin Fire, 
question why EPS members would shoot 
to kill a man they insist was unarmed. 

Faye Bitternose remembered her uncle 
as a kind and gentle soul, and “an amaz¬ 
ing father to his 10-year-old son, who 
would give you the last dollar.” 

“He was the type of person who would 
help out anyone who needed him,” 

Bitternose told Metro Thursday. 

Family members said Fire was 
distraught and may have taken pills 
before leaving in his PT Cruiser about 11 
p.m. Police reportedly encountered him 
when he returned just after midnight. 

Acting Insp. Chris Epler said early 
Thursday officers shot when he 
“aggressed the members.” 

Acting Police Chief Darryl da Costa lat¬ 
er told reporters Thursday the officer act¬ 
ed accordingly, but would not say what 
the weapon was Fire was brandishing. 

“We need to be concerned about the 
safety of the members and the public and 
we wouldn’t want to mitigate them using

the necessaiy amount of force to deal 
with whatever threat they face,” said 
da Costa. 

Da Costa said an investigation will 
reveal if officers acted according to EPS 
policies in the incident. 

This is the second fatal shooting at 
the hands of police this year. In February, 
Cyrus Green, 17, was fatally shot by 
police in a restaurant parking lot near 
118 Avenue and Wa5me Gretzky Drive 
after police say he came at officers with 
a baseball bat. •shelley Williamson

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Victim’s 
blood found 
on accused’s 
clothing, 
TwitcheU 
trial hears 


A DNA expert says a novice 
filmmaker accused of 
killing a man to mirror one 
of his movie scripts had 
the victim’s blood on his 
belt and shoes when he 
was arrested by Edmonton 
police. 

The expert told jurors at 
Mark TwitcheU’s first- 
degree murder trial Thurs¬ 
day that Johnny Altinger’s 
blood also turned up on a 
militaiy knife and a duffel 
bag found in TwitcheU’s 
car. 

TwitcheU is accused of 
killing Altinger on Oct. 10, 
2008, cutting up his body, 
burning the parts and 
dumping his remains 
down a manhole. The 
Crown alleges the crime 
followed one of TwitcheU’s 
movie scripts in which a 
man is lured over the Inter¬ 
net and attacked. 

Robert Schimpf, a DNA 
scientist for the RCMP, also 
testified that tests show Al¬ 
tinger’s blood was found 
on a meat cleaver, a saw 
and a set of knives from a 
wild-game-butchering kit 
found in a garage TwitcheU 
had rented. 

“This was single-source 
genetic profile that match¬ 
es that of Johnny Brian Al¬ 
tinger,” Schimpf said. 

Altinger’s blood was also 
found on a metal pipe and 
on a pair of jeans found in 
Twitchell’s home, he said. 

Earlier Thursday, foren¬ 
sics experts said a descrip¬ 
tion found on Twitchell’s 
laptop about what it was 
like to cut up a human 
body is realistic. 

Dr. Bernard Bannach, an 
assistant chief medical ex¬ 
aminer, told court how 
members of his team 
recovered parts of a human 
torso, teeth and other 
remains from a sewer in 
Edmonton last June — but

Property taxes from new 
development will fund 
part of the proposed 
downtown arena, says a 
new city report. 

The city has said a com¬ 
munity revitalization levy 
(CRT) could generate $160 
million over 20 years, of 
which $125 million would 
be put toward the pro¬ 
posed $450-miUion arena. 


The CRT boundary was 
released Thursday, 

stretching from 109 
Street to 97 Street and 
from 102 Avenue to 106 
Avenue. 

City manager Simon 
Farbrother said there has 
been steady growth down¬ 
town over the past 
decade, and the report 
says there will be a 
greater demand for both 
housing and commercial 
space in the coming years. 

City council will dis¬ 



cuss the information 
Wednesday, but it’s not 
yet clear if they will make 
a decision on the project. 

“CRTs are not guaran¬ 
teed,” said Coun. Tony 
Caterina. “They haven’t 
explained anything on 
the risks involved in the 
cost overruns.... These are 
things we need to know.” 

He added a CRT for Fort 
Road and another yet to 
be approved for The Quar¬ 
ters haven’t generated 
any revenue yet.

Bus crash 
report not 
good enough, 
says father 

The father of a young Cal- 
gaiy girl who was involved 
in a 2007 school bus crash 
said the recommendations 
from a recently released fa¬ 
tality inquiiy are not good 
enough. 

Biagio “Joe” Magliocca’s 
daughter Amanda was rid¬ 
ing to school with 11 other 
students when their bus 
struck a parked gravel 
truck on Crowchild Trail in 
Calgaiy. Amanda’s best 
friend, Kathel 5 mn Occena, 


9, was killed in the crash. 

A judge who headed the 
inquest says all drivers 
should have to disclose 
health issues, list medica¬ 
tions they’re on and sub¬ 
mit to random drug tests. 

“If it was their child, 
this wouldn’t be good 
enough,” said Magliocca of 
the report, adding he’s still 
in contact with Occena’s 
mother. 

“I know her mother is 
extremely pissed.” 

He said his daughter has 
not ridden a school bus or 
even a Calgary Transit bus 
since the incident. 

Alberta Transportation 
is reviewing the report.

more spots for kids stuck 
on preschool waiting lists. 

The Liberals say they

lion by the fourth year. 

“We want to focus on 
what the issue is: Long 
lists, parents desperate to 
get their children into a 
great early learning and 
child-care experience,” Ig¬ 
natieff said during a stop 
in Winnipeg. “We want to 
get this done as quickly as 
possible.” 

But senior Liberal aides 
weren’t able to provide 
many details about the 
fund — including how it 
would be paid for. 

They simply claimed 
“better choices” would 
help afford it. 

Some of that money 
would come from hiking 
corporate taxes. The Liber¬ 
als figure they will rake in 
another $6 billion per year 
by raising the business tax 
to last year’s rate of 18 per 
cent from the current 16.5 
per cent.

Public Mobile expects at 
least one of the two oth¬ 
er new players in 
Canada’s wireless market 
to run out of money by 
the end of the year, pre¬ 
senting the company 
with a possible 
expansion opportunity, 
CEO Alek Krstajic said 
Thursday in Toronto.

With some of the fastest 
broadband connections in 
the world, most Canadians 
have embraced the Internet.

Though she may be an 
award-winning movie star 
best known for pla 5 dng 
royalty, Helen Mirren isn’t 
above playing the lotteiy. 

“When the lotteiy gets 
really big — up to 40 or 50 
million — I go out and buy 
a ticket, because it’s,

of dollars,” she says. “And I 
think we all do that. It’s a 
fantasy we all cariy within 
us — anyone who’s ever 
bought a lotteiy ticket.

Of course, Mirren her¬ 
self doesn’t have to dream. 
While in her latest film, an 
update of the Dudley

Actor Colm Feore is up for 
almost an 5 ^hing — be it a 
lavish TV period drama, a 
summer blockbuster or a 
small Canadian documen¬ 
tary series. 

“I do whatever it takes 
to keep the kids in shoe 
leather,” says Feore, best 
known for such diverse 
works as 32 Short Films 
About Glenn Gould and 
Pearl Harbor. 

“And I have to keep my¬ 
self interested of course. 
It’s always about what in¬ 
terests me.”

“It is veiy Godfather,” 
says Feore, who plays the 
equally manipulative pope 
wannabe Cardinal Rovere. 
“You see Borgias’ motiva¬ 
tions. He wants to protect 
his family. He wants his 
kids to do well. And to do it, 
he’s willing to kill people.” 

The actor says the moral 
ambiguities in The Borgias 
are such that he was under 
the belief his character 
was the “good guy” all 
through production. 


“I saw Rovere as the 
shining hero of the piece. 
Then Neil comes up to me 
at the wrap party and asks 
me what it’s like to be the 
bad guy.” 

Feore — who can cur¬ 
rently be heard narrating 
Histoiy Channel’s Museum 
Secrets — has another big 
costume epic set to pre¬ 
miere. In the highly antici¬ 
pated 3-D summer 
blockbuster Thor, he plays 
Laufey, the Warrior King of 
the Frost Giants. Huh? 

“I’m nine-and-a-half-feet 
tall and blue,” laughs Feo¬ 
re, who spent hours in 
make-up for the role. “Di¬ 
rector Kenneth Branagh 
ran the whole thing like a 
military operation. It’s mas¬ 
sive and massively cool.” 

The Borgias premieres 
this Sunday on Bravo! The 
movie Thor opens in the¬ 
atres in May.

Add a dash of 
romance to dinner 


O Impress your love with this Filet Mignon with Pomegranate Burgundy 
Sauce O Although the meal looks elaborate, it’s actually simple to make 


How do you create a meal 
that is at once romantic? 

To start, tiy this veiy 
simple Filet Mignon with 
Pomegranate Burgundy 
Sauce. 

The recipe starts with 
getting just the right cut of 
beef 

The tenderloin that filet 
mignon is cut from is on 
the leaner side, with about 
seven grams of fat per 125- 
gram (four-ounce) portion. 
That’s not bad, especially 
since a bit of fat will add a 
lot of flavour. 

Normally, when prepar¬ 
ing velvety, rich sauces, 
most recipes call for start¬ 
ing with a generous dollop 
of fatty butter or oil. 

This recipe does away 
with that, instead starting 
with tangy pomegranate 
juice and dry red wine. 

But the real secret here 
is using some veal demi- 
glace to add flavour, body 
and texture. 

A good meat stock is 
made by roasting the 
bones, then simmering 
them for a long time with 
a variety of very aromatic 
vegetables. 

At some point, the 
solids are stained out and 
the liquid is reduced until 
it has intense flavour and 
the gelatin from the bones 
has given it a smooth, al¬ 
most viscous texture. 

It’s the rich flavour and 
velvety texture of this kind 
of stock that can give a 
sauce a luxurious, glossy 
feel, without the need to 
lard it with butter. 

Best of all, you don’t 
need to bother with all 
that roasting and simmer¬ 
ing. 

Excellent prepared de- 
mi-glace products are avail¬ 
able at many grocers. 


Preparation: 

I Heat oven to lOO C (200 
F). Season steaks with 
salt and pepper. 

2 Heat a 25 -cm ( 10 -inch) 
cast-iron or other heavy 
skillet over medium for 
2 minutes. Add 10 ml (2 
tsp) of the oil and swirl 
to coat the bottom of 
the pan. Increase heat to 
medium-high. 

Add steaks and cook 4 
minutes per side for 
medium-rare. Transfer 
filets to ovenproof dish 
and place in heated 
oven (steaks will cook a 
bit more in the oven).
